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Maurer, Cline win 
two City Councii seats 


Of the 1531 votes cast at the polls on Tuesday, 
Election Day, Incumbent George Maurer nosed out 
Lee Cline with counts of 995 to 810. Toby Boothroyd 
came in third with 634 and Jack Grotewiel had 300 
votes cast for him for City Council. 

Nancy Shollenberger received 1230 votes as City 
Clerk and Doug Berkshire had 1207 votes cast for him 
as City Treasurer. Both were unopposed. 

In the absentee ballots, the numbers were as fol¬ 
lows: Boothroyd, 61; Maurer, 91; Grotewiel, 36; 
Cline, 77. Shollenberger got 132 and Berkshire, 123. 

liidividually, in Precinct No. 1, Boothroyd re¬ 
ceived 63, Maurer, 112, Groteweil, 24 and Cline, 66. 
Shollenberger got 130 votes and Berkshire, 122. 

In Precinct No. 2, with 242 votes cast, Booth¬ 
royd had 111; Maurer, 161; Grotewiel, 46; and Cline, 
114. Shollenberger had 192 and Berkshire, 197. 

In Precinct No. 3, Boothroyd received 75 votes; 
Maurer, 120; Grotewiel, 45, and Cline, 119; Shollen¬ 


berger had 160 votes and Berkshire, 154. 

There were 129 votes cast in Precinct No. 5. 
Boothroyd had 57; Maurer, 75; Grotewiel, 31; and 
Cline, 63. Shollenberger had 92 and Berkshire, 84. 

In Precinct No. 7 there were 204 votes cast with 
the following breakdown: Boothroyd, 87; Maurer, 
131; Groteweil, 51; and Cline, 99. Shollenberger had 
163 and Berkshire had one more at 164. 

Voters in Precinct 10 cast 227 ballots. Booth¬ 
royd received 86 votes; Maurer, 165; Grotewiel, 25, 
and Cline, 143. Shollenberger had 183 votes and 
Berkshire had 184. 

Of the votes in Precinct 12, Boothroyd received 
94; Maurer, 140; Grotewiel, 42; and Cline, 129. Out 
of the total of 235 votes, Shollenberger had 178 votes 
while Berkshire garnered 179. 

At the next regular City Council meeting, Tues¬ 
day, Apr. 28, will find the agenda short with canvas 
of election and reorganization of the council.

Pergola to cost $58,900, Jameson passes 


Dalaj International Company, Los Angeles, was 
awarded the bid at $58,900 to construct the top to the 
city hall pergola at the City Council meeting Tuesday 
evening. City Councilwoman Mary Ann MacGillivray, 
hovyever, voted against the project because she fglt 
that it was art'exhofBTtant amount for the city to sperid 
on such an item at this time. 

The approved plans and specifications provide 
for a 3/16-inch thickness weathering steel tubing with 
redwood beams spanning across the four walkways 
leading to the circular centerpiece which is entirely 
constructed of steel, said Kev Tcharkhoutian, director 
of public works. Wistaria vines to be planted would 


hide any rusting, said the director. 

The project is funded through the Community 
Redevelopment Agency. 

Several Laurel Avenue residents appeared before 
the council concerning the Jameson Trust develop¬ 
ment at 481 W. HlghlaricfTsfating their concern for 
their street with a petition “signed by all property 
owners on Laurel completely to Sunnyside.’’ They 
said they objected to any possibility of having “Laurel 
punched through’’ on a straight street instead of the 
cul-de-sac which has been proposed. 

In answer to their concerns, the council approved 
the map that would create a 10-lot subdivision and 


the construction of a cul-de-sac, recommended to be 
named Ida May Lane, off Jameson Court. Laurel 
Avenue will not be improved now, according to the 
Council. Recommended conditions of approval 
were contained within the Planning Commission Reso¬ 
lution 92-8 and the Cultural Heritage Commission on 
Mar. 3 reviewed the resolution. 

Modifications include standard driveway ap¬ 
proaches to be provided for each lot with only Lot 4 
access to Jameson court; a cul-de-sac which has a 
minimum 35-ft. radius at the curb line, modified to 
preserve the existing oak and redwood trees and the

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Easter pets should 
be stuffed rather 
than live 



As Easter Sunday approaches this 
Sunday, animal shelters across the coun 
try, including the Pasadena Humane 
Society, brace themselves. About a month 
afterward, Easter bunnies, chickens and 
ducks will begin turning up as unwanted, 
abandoned and abused “leftover” pets, 
often victims of unintentional neglect 
and cruelty. 

Every Easter many parents buy 
these baby animals as novelty gifts for 
their children. They do not realize that 
children can easily break the animals’ 
fragile bones or cause other fatal iniurics, 
or that neighborhood dogs and cats maim 
and kill them. These arc delicate crea¬ 
tures and require special feeding and 
care that makes them difficult to keep 
as pets. 

Additionally, people may contract 
salmonella from the chicks and ducks, 
a disease which causes severe inflamma¬ 
tion of the gastrointestinal tract. 

Live animals should not be given as 
toys. It is much more caring and respon¬ 
sible to teach a child the value of life by 
giving a stuffed animal which the child 
can enjoy without fear of injury or ne¬ 
glect. 

The Pasadena Humane Society and 
SPCA urges everyone NOT to buy live 
animals as Easter gifts. Easter should 
be a celebration of life not a waste 
of it. 

The Southern California Veterinary 
medical Association (SCVMA) urges 
families to make this a joyous Faster for 
both children and animals by giving 
stuffed rather than live pels. 

Although live ducks, chicks and 
bunnies have long been a traditional 
part of the Easter celebration, most ur¬ 
ban households are ill-equipped to han¬ 
dle these animals, which are more at 
home in barnyards than back yatds. \s 
a result, too many of them die or are 
abandoned to an inhumane fate wiilhn 
days after the holiday. 

Giving a stuffed animal not onlv 
prevents the needless suffering ol anittials, 
it provides the child with a fai tn(>re 
durable pet he or she can enjov all vear 
long.

Carrot Top revisited... 

By R. Robert Evans 


The following is a continuation of the saga 
of the newspaper in earlier days.... 

An average day of a typesetter was eight 
hours, but in the 1950s was changed tolVi hours, 
or 37 '/2 hours per week. 

From a typesetting machine, as 1 stated be¬ 
fore, an average typesetter sets 10 to 12 galleys 
of 20 inches each of type per day shift. Each line 
of type consists of 20 letters, each letter being 
individually punched by the operator. It takes 
eight lines of type to make an inch. This is gen¬ 
erally 7‘/ 2 -point type on an 8-point base slug, 
making approximately 3200 characters per 20- 
inch galley. There are 144 columns per 16-page 
paper or approximately 2880 inches of space. 
Government postal regulations allow you to have 
70 percent advertising and at least 30 inches of 
news matter. This then leaves 864 inches of 
reading material per 16-page paper and this 
comes out to be 139,840 individual letters that 
the operator punches out per 7 '/ 2 -hour day shift. 

When you compare these figures with the 
old time hand compositor you find that he set 
about 4800 individual pieces of type a week while 
the machine operator accounted for 139,840 
individual letters. 


In newspaper circles all over the world the 
compositor is termed to be 75 percent crazy, and 
I mean it. He does all of his work upside down 
and backwards. Believe me - it is true, upside 
down and backwards so that when it is printed, 
it will be right side up and read from left to right. 
I remember many times in my life when 1 was 
out selling advertising that 1 would sit across the 
desk of a prospect and read information off his 
desk which is upside down and backwards, and 
I will be truthful with you, when 1 say 1 gained a 
lot of information which was not only useful 
advertising-wise, but newsworthy also, if not 
then maybe for the future. 

My wife always figured that I was three- 
fourths crazy from some of the things I did, but 
as long as I could remember when our anniver¬ 
sary date and her birthday was, she forgave me 
for most of my antics. 

Anyway, to finish up this column and this 
subject, I hate to tell you, but Ottmar Mergen- 
thaler never knew of his success in the invention 
of the hot metal machine. Shortly after its in¬ 
troduction he was termed out of his mind and 
spent the remainder of his life in an asylum.

I’ve been doing a lot of reading lately...prob¬ 
ably because I decided to put a high priority on 
it.

Some 
recommendations: if you liked the movie, “Fried 
Green Tomatoes,” you’ll love the book. And 
although I haven’t read “Prince of Tides” 
yet, those who have say it is the best book they’ve 
ever read. Now ///at’5 top billing. 

I’ll let you in on a secret. One of the most 
enjoyable books to be had you won’t find in a 
bookstore. It’s the kind of book you can pick up 
as you jump into bed, read a short chapter, and 
marvel at the way things used to be. It has the 
magic of allowing us to taste and experience life 
of another time and, through the detail of its 
telling, set the stage for us in our imagination 
to live it as well. 

The book is titled “Sentimental Journey” 
and is authored by our own Harry Martin. It 
recalls life in a small town on the Mississippi 
River early in this century. His description of 
the “country doctors” of that era needs no am¬ 
plification...you can “sense” everything from 
the shape of the people to the odors in the air. 
You can hear sounds that are no more. 

You’ll hear from the “English pit bull of 


indeterminate ancestry.” You’ll see the “Dragon 
in the Sky,” and you’ll learn the true meaning 
of “Have you been saved?” One of my favorite 
items in the book is just a short vignette about 
a huge, black convict who was part of a work 
gang at the Rock Island Arsenal during the First 
World War. Well, let me give you a taste: 

...he was serving a life term for murder, 
but for some reason I was in no way 
afraid of him. In fact, 1 always felt secure 
in his presence, surrounded as I was by 
dozens of shouting, cursing workmen 
who used every obscenity known to man 
in their ordinary conversation. All but 
the black giant. He never uttered a filthy 
word in his talks with me.... 

Harry’s book is an important book because 
it chronicles a time when we had values that 
amounted to something. Many of us want a re¬ 
turn to these values. We’re a frustrated pack of 
people. It doesn’t take a mental giant to figure 
out why. We are headed lo oblivion on our tri¬ 
cycle, and we’re peddling up a storm. Harry’s 
book will slow us down more than a bit.

One warm spring after¬ 
noon near Easter, a teacher 
gave a large plastic egg to 
each of her students. Then 
she sent them outside to 
find signs of life and put 
them inside their eggs. 

Soon they returned. In 
one was a butterfly. In 
another was an ant. Others 
contained flowers, twigs, 
blades of grass. Finally 
one egg was left to be 
opened - it was the egg of 
a boy with Down’s syn¬ 
drome. When the teacher 
opened this egg she was 
perplexed. It had nothing 
in it. Some of the kids 
laughed. Then a hush 
came over everyone. The 
teacher spoke softly to the 
boy and asked if he had a 
hard time finding any¬ 
thing to put in his egg. 
He said he didn’t put any¬ 
thing in his egg “be¬ 
cause the Tomb was 
empty.” 

At first no one under¬ 
stood this, but then it be¬ 
gan to sink in. The boy 
with Down’s syndrome 
had seen far more about 
life and its sign than all 
the others. Easter is for 
more than the celebration 
of life in twigs, leaves, 
ants and flowers. There 
is life deeper and more 
lasting than all the green 
things in the world. It is 
only because Jesus’ tomb 


IS empty that wc have the 
assurance of this life - 
eternal life. It is only 
because Christ rose from 
the tomb that wc have any 
hope of rising again. 

Beeau.se His tomb is 
empty. He can fill our 
hearts! Is there room in 
your heart for Jesus? 

The women who went 
to anoint Jesus’ body 
knew that He was dead. 
Some of them had seen 
Him die. They were sure 
His body was in the tomb. 
But when they looked for 
it, it was gone. The tomb 
was empty! 

What had happened? 
The body had not been 
stolen. The Roman guards 
were not playing tricks on 
them. They were not 
imagining it. The tomb 
was empty because Je.sus 
had risen from the dead. 

Yes, Jesus has risen from 
the dead. It’s a miracle 
far more wonderful than 
the return of life in the 
spring. And most amazing 
of all. He had promised 
resurrection to all who 
put their trust in Him! 

“He is not here; He is 
risen!” 

Sunday evening at 6 
p.m.. Pastor Anderson 
will speak on “Personal¬ 
izing the Resurrection.” 
The congregational par¬

Holy WMfc 

“This week is called 
Holy Week. It begins 
with the entry of Jesus 
into Jerusalem, and reaches 
a climax in the three days 
which we call the Triduum; 
Good Friday, Holy Satur¬ 
day and Easter Sunday. 
These days are truly the 
great, holy days of our 
faith. 

“On Thursday evening, 
already Friday in the Jew¬ 
ish and our liturgical reck¬ 
oning, ‘Jesus realized that 
the hour had come for 
Him to pass from this 
world to the Father. He 
had loved His own in this 
world, and would show 
His love to them to the 
end.’ (John 13:1) The 
Greek word used by St. 
John for ‘end’ means not 
only until the termination 
of His life but also to the 
fullest extent. Actually 
Jesus would show the full¬ 
est love by sacrificing His 
life for us. 

“On that awesome night 
of the Last Supper, Jesus 
was thinking of His final 
act of love while on this 
earth. His death on the 

J 

cross. So that His follow¬ 
ers might be able to share 
in His .sacrifice through¬ 
out all ages. He instituted 
the sacrament of His 
pa.schal mystery. His death 
and resurrection. 

“At this supper ‘under 
the appearances of bread 
and wine, Jesus offered 


His body and blood, gave 
them to His apostles to eat 
and drink, and then com¬ 
manded them to carry on 
this mystery.’ 

“On Friday afternoon 
Jesus offered the sacrifice 
of Himself which He had 
instituted as a sacrament 
on the previous night. On 
Saturday, the second day 
of the Triduum, Jesus 
was in the tomb. His burial 
indicated that His death 
was real, not a fiction or 
pretense. On this day of 
supreme quiet, the liturgy 
invites us to remain at the 
tomb of Jesus, in peace¬ 
ful expectation of the 
bright morrow. 

“On Easter Sunday Jesus 
broke the bond of death. 
He responded to the love 
of His Father who through 
the power of the Holy 
Spirit raised Him to the 
fullness of life. It became 
clear that by dying he de¬ 
stroyed our death, and by 
rising He restored our life. 
We see that in the eucharis- 
tic celebration His resur¬ 
rection cannot be separated 
from His death. We pro¬ 
claim, ‘Lord, by Your 
cross and resurrection You 
have set us free; You are 
the Savior of the World.’ 

“The meaning of the 
three great holy days of 
our faith are not lost in 
the past. They are a reality 
for us in every celebration 
of the Holy Eucharist.”

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Stockholm - city of pageantry 
and blossoms 


Stockholm is acknow¬ 
ledged as CHie of the world’s 
most beautiful cities. 
Sprawling gracefully over 
14 islands, it has achieved 
a congenial blend of old 
and new. 

Spacious parks, set 
against the cobalt blue 
of Lake Malaren, adjoin¬ 
ing the Baltic, enhance 
the atmosphere of disci¬ 
plined, well-tended har¬ 
mony. 

We arrived by train 
from Oslo and the con¬ 
trast of the rugged, hard¬ 
bitten beauty of the Nor¬ 
wegian countryside with 
the prosperous content¬ 
ment of Swedish farms 
was notable. 

A sense of well-being 
permeated the rural scene 
in Southern Sweden, with 
large farmhouses and 
enormous bams, all glisten¬ 
ing white in lush green 
pastures and Carnation 
cows browsing in bovine 
ecstasy. Streams mean¬ 
dered with decorum through 
flowering orchards, in¬ 
stead of rushing wildly, 
helter-skelter, as in Nor¬ 
way. 

Stockholm added to the 
feeling that, in Sweden, 
nature had aligned her¬ 
self with man to form a 
working partnership. 

The city has so many 
fascinating sights to see 
and things to do, space 
allows only brief mention 
of some of those we found 
most enjoyable. 


Stockholm is a walking 
city, to be savored by ex¬ 
ploring its different sec¬ 
tions, each with its own 
flavor, as long as the feet 
hold out. 

We toured the Gamla 
Stan (Old Town) of a morn¬ 
ing, visiting the Royal 
Palace, with its 600 rooms, 
filled with priceless 17th 
century Gobelin tapestries, 
sliver throne, crown jewels 
and three museums, in¬ 
cluding the Royal Ar¬ 
mory. Here we watched 
the changing of the guard, 
an impressive ceremony, 
but not as colorful as En¬ 
gland’s grand pageantry. 

The Great Church, dat¬ 
ing to the 13th century, 
holds the mighty sculp¬ 
ture of St. George and 
The Dragon, and narrow 
cobbled streets are lined 
with buildings dating back 
to the 15th century, topped 
with turquoise green of 
copper roofs. A myriad 
of shops and boutiques 
offer beautiful Swedish 
handicrafts, glassware, 
ceramics, silver, stainless 
steel, textiles, dolls and 
whimsical carved trolls 
and Vikings, as well as 
Lapp carvings and metal 
work. 

Respite for our aching 
feet was found in Kung- 
stradgarden where we sam¬ 
pled a Swedish vastkurst 
salad of delectible sea¬ 
food and admired some 
of Stockholm’s one mil¬ 
lion blossoms, planted

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A Tribute to Lewis McClelland 
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By Winfield J. Abbe 

February 1992 

/ recently learned from Helen McClelland 
that her husband, Lewis, died last year. Lewis 
was a very special person in Sierra Madre so / 
wrote "A Tribute to Lewis McClelland. " 

I sure mi.ss Sierra Madre and hope things 
are going well for you there. 

My mother and father, Helga and Charles 
Abbe, moved to Sierra Madre when 1 was 4 years 
old. To them, Sierra Madre was the “gold” at 
the end of the rainbow, and culminated an odyssey 
beginning at Mora, Minn, in 1937. They went 
through the “twin cities” at St. Paul, then to 
Cleveland, Ohio, where 1 was born and where 
my father had his first job after graduation as 
a mechanical engineer from the University of 
Minnesota. Then they went on to San Diego 
where my father worked at consolidated Air¬ 
craft Corporation, then to Los Angeles, and 
finally to Sierra Madre. That’s where my two 
sisters, Rauha and Jean, and brother, Karl, 
were born, and where my parents lived until 
their deaths in 1984 and 1986 respectively. 

No inducement could have caused them to 
leave Sierra Madre; they loved it so much from 
the moment they arrived in 1943. They learned 
of its existence from a writer, Howell White, a 
former Sierra Madrean from Connecticut who 
lived on Mira Monte. Indeed, mother and father 


often related the story of how the real estate 
salesman had shown them the house at SIS Man- 
^anita, and on hearing a rumor that a new 
minister to town was also looking at it, hur¬ 
riedly rushed to place a deposit on it so they 
wouldn’t miss this house. I believe the original 
cost was SSOOO. 

Sierra Madre is still my home town even 
though 1 have lived in Athens, Georgia for about 
26 years. I grew up in Sierra Madre and many 
landmarks of my era have vanished. The Cen¬ 
tral Garage and its beloved owner, Joe Beloh- 
lavek (corner Central and Baldwin, Phone 8), 
Andy Lipscomb and Paul Enterline at the Union 
Station across the street. Harold Roberts and 
the original open market across from “Joe’s.” 
Dumas Fix-It shop, where our household took 
anything and everything to be repaired, the 
Pacific Electric Station, the Sierra Madre 
Theatre and its owner, Mr. Stein; “Tiny’s” 
restaurant owned by Carl “Tiny” Scalzo who 
made the best double decker hamburger 1 have 
had; The Safeway Store, Carl Hansen Ford 
Dealership, Arnold’s Hardware when it was on 
Baldwin Ave., Johnny Osti walking down Sierra 
Madre Blvd., Pioneer Days, Lizzy’s Tavern, the 
Seaside Station at Lima and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and its owner, Clyde Gutherie and Roess’ Mar¬ 
ket across the street. These are just a few of the 
landmarks of my era which no longer exist, but 


still remain dear in my memory. 

I recently learned that last year, Jan. 8, 
1991, Sierra Madre lost another landmark, more 
imp«. ~*ant than a building, a person. His name 
was Lewis McClelland and he lived next to us 
at 503 Manzanita for over 50 years. 

Normal adjectives do not adequately describe 
the important influence this single individual 
had on each and every person whose life he 
touched. He came from Missouri and had three 
girls - Mary Louise, Ruth and Phyllis - all of 
whom used to babysit with us when we grew up. 
Lewis worked for many years at the United 
States Post Office in Los Angeles and arrived 
home each day on the “Red Car” until they 
discontinued in the early 1950s. He was always 
active in community affairs, especially the Con¬ 
gregational Church and as a Boy Scout Troop 
Leader. He took many boys on hikes to Mount 
Wilson and Chantry Flats. His wife worked 
at the cafeteria at Sierra Madre School and 
got me my first job washing dishes when I was 
in the 6th grade. 

Lewis possessed those qualities of integrity, 
discipline, strength of character and abiding 
faith and love for his fellow man that is rarely 
seen. I have never heard him make a disparag¬ 
ing remark about anyone. 

The McClelland family was always ready 
to help us or anyone in any time of need. When 


my mother used to send me over for an extra 
cup of sugar or an egg; when we needed 
someone to talk to; when help was needed during 
times of trouble or strife, Lewis McClelland 
and his family was there, always unselfishly 
offering aid and comfort. When my father died 
in 1986 it was Helen McClelland who called me. 

Lewis McClelland epitomized the highest 
ethical and moral values man can possess. He 
was one of the very few individuals I have known 
who truly practiced “forgiveness.” The film 
“It’s a Wonderful Life,” James Stewart, 1946, 
illustrates the importance of human life by re¬ 
lating two scenarios: one, where a person exists 
and influences others, and a second where the 
absence of that person leads to a totally different 
outcome. The absence of Lewis McClelland 
would have completely changed (for the worse) 
my life and many other lives. I know I am a better 
person because of him. Even though he was not 
a military man, the words “honor, duty, country” 
apply equally to him and those values for which 
he stood. 

I know he would be proud to be remembered 
as “Citizen of Sierra Madre,” and “Citizen 
of the United States of America.” It was be¬ 
cause of Lewis McClelland and so many other 
citizens like him there, that I am so proud to say, 
“Sierra Madre is my home town.” 



Where are the giants?

March 7, 1850. Every seat in the Senate 
Chamber is occupied, and there is standing room 
only for those in the gallery, the corridors and 
hallways for people who have come many miles 
to hear Daniel Webster. There is a hushed silence 
as the great orator rises to his feet. “Mr. Presi¬ 
dent,” he began, “1 wish to speak today, not as 
a Massachusetts man, nor as a Northern man, but 
as an American and a member of the United 
States Senate. 1 speak today for the preservation 
of the Union. Hear me for my cause.” 

For three hours and 11 minutes he pleaded 
the cause of the Union, knowing full well that he 
was risking his political future. Tempers and sec¬ 
tional hatreds were at all-time high, but regard¬ 
less of his own career, he insisted on saying what 


he thought was right for the nation. 

He saved the Union for a few short years, 
but it cost him his lifetime dream of the Presi¬ 
dency and brought down on his head the villifi- 
cation of his constituency in the North. He was 
compared to Benedict Arnold, and such men as 
Horace Mann, Longfellow, Whittier, Lowell and 
Emerson heaped scorn and abuse on him. He 
stumped the country, trying to explain his true 
intents, but his words fell on deaf ears. In two 
years he was dead, and the greatest speech ever 
given in the Senate was not enough to stem se¬ 
cession, the thing he dreaded above all else. 

Other great Americans have suffered griev- 
iously at the hands of those they represented. 
Senator Edmund Ross of Kansas, under tremendous 
pressure, voted against the impeachment of Pres¬ 


ident Andrew Johnson, and his was the deciding 
vote. The storm that broke over his head was 
unprecedented. It was political death, and he 
knew it, but he stood up for what he thought 
was right and just. A new Senator, his public 
life was over, and today he lies in an obscure 
and almost forgotten grave. 

There were others, of course, among them 
Sam Houston, who lived to become almost an 
outcast in his beloved Texas. And there was 
Thomas Hart Benton of Missouri, a giant physi¬ 
cally and intellectually, who stood up for what 
he was sure was right. He paid for his courage 
and honesty by being scorned and reviled by 
those who had been his lifetime friends and sup¬ 
porters. 

In this century, two men stand out. Light 


years apart in political philosophy, they were 
kindred souls in their inate honesty and courage. 
Senator Norris of Nebraska was one of the few 
dissenters when the vote came to enter World 
War 1. He was reviled, called a traitor and 
when he went home to explain his position, there 
were talks of lynching, and his life was threatened. 

A generation and another war later, Senator 
Robert Taft of Ohio suffered the same fate. Ac¬ 
knowledging the guilt of the German leaders, 
he was against the Nuremburg trials as unnecessary 
and unconstitutional. Known as “Mr. Conserva¬ 
tive” and “Mr. Republican,” he was reviled in 
the Republican press, accused of being a traitor 
and cartooned in a German uniform. Like Daniel 
Webster, he wanted to be president, but his courage 
and political honesty denied him the chance.

So where are the giant statesmen today? Per¬ 
haps some of those who might have qualifica¬ 
tions have read a little of American history, and 
do not want to pay the price of political courage 
and go against the wishes of the electorate that 
put him in his well-paying job. Public opinion 
of government has sunk to an all-time low, so 
not rocking the boat is better than being voted 
out of office. The recent check scandal in Con¬ 
gress has further eroded an already tarnished 
reputation for arrogance and ineptitude; but we 
forget one thing: we are the voters who put them 
there, and on our shoulders lies a great deal of 
the blame. 

Every day, the American public asks its rep¬ 
resentatives to do things that are basically dis¬ 
honest and selfish. We admonish them to be fis¬ 
cally responsible and then insist that they vote 
money for the endless boondoggles, and scream 
to high heaven if there is any mention of taxes to 
pay for the waste we ask them to authorize. There 
are crooked politicians, of course, but we ask 
them to do dishonest acts. For that reason, the 
electorate is just as suspect as those they put in 
office. Freeloading is a national disease. 

Two thousand years ago, the great Roman 
statesman, Cicero, had this to say in a letter to 
his son “...But those to whom nature has granted' 
what it takes for a public career ought to cast 
aside hesitation, run for office, and administer 
the government; for there is no other way for a 
city to be ruled or a man’s magnanimity made 
manifest.

existing concrete bridge; street improvement plans 
which include the reconstruction or repair of Jame¬ 
son Court; that the dedication of land shall be granted 
to the city for cul-de-sac improvements on Laurel 
Ave.; that the city has a 10-day right of first refusal 
to acquire and designate for open space Lots 2 and 
4 of the tract before there is any transfer or conveyance 
of property; that the Jameson House, Lockhart 
House and Lot 2 file a covenant placing the proper¬ 
ties on the city’s Official Historic Cultural Landmark 
Register; that the future owners construct all new 
structures in the architectural/historical styles of the 
immediate area. The design should have Conditional 
Use Permit review of the Cultural Heritage and 
Planning Commissions and by the homeowners’ asso¬ 
ciation as recorded. 

The City Council certified the final E.I.R. with 
required findings, approved Tentative Tract Map No. 
50280 as recommended by the Planning Commission 
and director of public works. 

CableVision was granted a franchise extension 
through April 13, 1998. The council authorized staff 
to negotiate with the cable company concerning the 
closure of its Sierra Madre office and asked McRea 
to bring back a proposal for council adoption. The 
council also directed staff to solicit applications for 


the appointment of a Mayor’s Cable Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

The following ordinances were adopted: No. 1087 
and 1088, and 1085 amending specified sections of 
the Municipal Code as a result of the recent codifica¬ 
tion. Ordinance 1087 and No. 1088 were introduced 
for first reading by title only. No. 1085 was intro¬ 
duced for second reading by title only and moved for 
adoption. 

Ordinance No. 1086, the development agree¬ 
ment for a four-lot subdivision at Santa Anita Ave. 
by M and H Investments (the Martins) and the 
negative declaration was adopted. 

The agreement permits the Martins to develop 
the site for a single family residential use with a density 
of four parcels in compliance with the Hillside Manage¬ 
ment Ordinance No. 1078 as amended by Ordinance 
No. 1081. The developers have agreed to decrease 
the term from 15 years to seven years. Ordinance 
No. 1086 accepts and certifies the Negative Declara¬ 
tion and approves execution and recording of the 
agreement.

Margett, Lojeski, Alford 
win city election 


In a four-man race for 
two seats on the Arcadia 
City Council, one new¬ 
comer received endorse¬ 
ment from a host of former 
mayors, including the cur¬ 
rent mayor, who along 
with one returning coun¬ 
cilman, also endorsed an¬ 
other newcomer, while the 
other two returnees pub¬ 
licly endorsed the two 
other candidates. 

The winners are not 
newcomers to the council 
scene as they have served 
on the council. Dennis 
Lojeski and Bob Margett 
were the top vote-getters. 

Margett received the 
most votes, 2867, in what 
city clerk June Alford re¬ 
ports a voter turnout of 
approximately 25 percent. 
Alford also was success¬ 
ful in her bid to be re¬ 
turned for a second term 
as city clerk. She received 
4465 votes, while her chal¬ 
lenger, Lisa Kim Tom- 
chuk, received 843 votes. 

Lojeski, who served on 
the council in 1982-1990, 
said that he feels gracious 
and happy that the com¬ 
munity had enough con¬ 
fidence in returning him 
to the city council. He 
had 2624 votes, winning 
four precincts and shar¬ 
ing top votes with Pat Gib¬ 
son in two other precincts. 

Gibson, a political new¬ 
comer to Arcadia politics, 
came in third with 2418 
votes, followed by Jim 
Brewer, another newcomer, 
with 2402 votes. 

Margett led in 11 of the 
city’s 25 precincts and 
garnered 471 votes to lead 
the absentee tally. 

Margett, who went off 
the council 12 years ago 
after serving one four- 
year term, said that he 
looks to his return to the 
council as a “unique op¬ 
portunity to put forth 
programs, resolve issues 
that have not been re¬ 
solved.” he talked about 
a mini-transportation system, 
design review, street light¬ 
ing and revitalizing down¬ 
town Arcadia, an area 
“badly eroded.” 

He said that he received 
the most votes because he 
had come up with an agen¬ 
da, with resolutions to 
issues, and because he 
lives in the southern por¬ 
tion of the community 
and the people there 
wanted representation. 

There is a total of 
24,207 registered voters 
in Arcadia; and there 
were 5560 ballots cast in 
this municipal election. 
Alford said that final 
figures may vary when sbi 
provisional ballots and 
signatures on two absen¬ 
tee ballots are varified.
